From the London Papers, Sept.%+ 

Bagdad, Sune 17. Mirmabuna, the famous pirate, who 
has long infefted the Perfian Gulph, has furprifed the ifland 
of Karric, of which the Dutch have been matters for about 
fifteen years. He foon took poffeflion of it, and has fent the 
garrifon, a {mall one, and the civil officers, to Bender Braik- 
er. The booty which thefe pirates have thus amafled, is efti- 

mated at more than a million. The Dutch, who were expel- 
Jed, are to apply to the Sophi of Pertia for afliftance to rein- 
ftate themfelves in the pofleflion of the ifland ; but as that mo- 
march has fafficient employment in defending his own conquefts, 
it is not expected much afliftance wil! be given by him. 

Conflantinople, Fuly 9. The Divan have given the Repu- 
blic of Venice to underltand, that.if they do not make peace 
with the Regency of Tunis, the Poste will fupport the Tuni- 
fians with all her forces ; and the Venetian minifter had much 
difficulty to ebtain a prolongation of 75 days to fend expreffes 
to the Republic. The Venetians have, however, made a con- 
vention with Ruffia, which will moit likely be of much fervice 
to them upon this occafion. 

We have accounts, that Selim Pacha, Governor of Servia, 

has been ftrangled and beheaded by order of the Porte. 
Conflantinople, Fuly 22. Warlike preparations are con- 
tinued with the utmoft vigour throughout this empire, and the 
Captain Pacha vigilantly faperinends the workmen, and the 
exercife of the cannoneers diftributed in the different fortrefles. 

Manheim, Aug. 5. The evening before yetterday we had 
a moft violent ftorm here : all the elements feemed to unite a- 
gainft us ; the wind blew with uncommon violence ; the atmof- 
phere was all on fire; the thunder rolled in moft awful peals ; 
and during the whole time the rain fell in ‘torrents, accompa- 
nied with hail of an extraordinary fize, which did incredible 
damage. bv breaking mof* ef theo windows in the town, Parti- 
-cutatly thofe coftly ones 6n the fouth and eaft fide of the Elec- 
tor’s Caftle : the country fuffered by this ftorm in the extreme ; 
the largeft trees were thrown dowa, and the tops of houfes 
carried away ; the harveft was {poiled, the flax, tobacco, wines, 
fruit trees, and in fhort all kinds of vegetables, were torn’out 
of the ground. This faint defcription of the damages done by 
this dreadful ftorm will convey fome idea of the grief this 
neighbourhood is plunged into by this calamity. 

Warfaw, Aug. 6. ‘The news of the day is, that a formi- 
dable detachment of Auftrian troops has entered the territories 
of this Republic. This news feems to be confirmed by a let- 
ter from Vienna, which fays, that the Emperor has caufed a 
confiderable quantity of artillery to be tranfported into Galicia. 
The Emprefs of Ruffia’s banker, fome time refident here, fet 
out the day before yefterday for Peterfburgh, which has given 
rife to a variety of conjectures.

Mr Arnold fays, 
that this accident caufed an explofion loud enough to deprive 
him of his hearing, amd which he never regained until he came 
down into the water.

they would be difpofed to pay proper atemtion to their bufinefs 
—fhun bad company, and become ulefubsgenibers of fociety. 

There are two particulars, however, Which I cannot help 
here taking notice of, as tending very much'to vitiate the minds 
and corrupt the manners of apprentices :—that of allowing 
them board-wages, inftead of maintaining then at bed and board, 
as formerly, in their own houfes; and payin; them, along with 
their journeymen, thofe wages, in a public ioufe. By means 
of the former pra¢tice, the behaviour of appratices during meal 
hours, and after giving over work, is entirelyfecluded from the 
obfervation of their matters, and their time may be empleyed 
to fuch purpofes as the wicked difpofitions of their own minds 
or bad company may fuggeft. From receiving their wages in a 
public houfe, they are not only accuftomed toan early habit of 
drinking, but acquire an idle turn of mind, and become too 
fond of company. Were thefe two practices laid afide, the 
complaints of mafters againft their apprentices would be Icfs 
frequent.— The latter would become more virtuous, the former 


better ferved, and fociety lefs difturbed.

B ployed in travelling Poff: To which is ad@ed A PosrscrieT, inclu- 
ding a fummary view of fuch matters as are the immediate objeéts of 
travellers, 5 ; 

(25th Geo. III. c. $2.) 

BY this act all the former ones, relative to travelling in ftlages and by 
poft, are repealed, and the following dutics take placc : 

From and after the 1ft day of Auguft 1785, every poftmafter, inn- 
keeper, or other perfons keeping carriages and poft horfes, for conveying 
people from one place to another, who fhall let for hive any horfe for the 
purpofe of travel'jng poft by the mile, or from flage to flage, or for a 
day, or any lefs period of time, any horfe for drawing any fuch coach or 
carriage fo let for hire, by whatever name it may be diftinguithed, thall 
pay annually for a licenfe 5s. 

N. B. This'licenfe is for the horfes only.’ 

For every horfe ufed as -befove mentioned thete hall be paid three 
halfpence per mile, whether they are hired by the mile or day, or any 
lefs time; but if the diftance cannot be afcertained, there fhall be char- 


Every perfon keeping carriages of any kind, with two, three, or four 
Wheels, for hives oui ent— — ~ adi annual licenfe for fuch carsia- 
ges, for which be muft pay § s. alfo., 

'Thefe duties to be under the care of the Commiffioners of the Stamp

b wrnrere tere 15 a box for the driver, the faid writing upon a brafs or tin 
plate thall be affixed to the foot-board ; and thefe writings mult be conti- 
nued and re-painted as often as they become dull or illegible. Where 
there is no box or outfide feat for the driver, the writing muft be fixed 
on a confpicuous part of the pole fhaft or fplinter bar; this aifo mult be 
upon a brafs or tin plate. 

Engraving or painting a falfe or fidtitious name is 5 1. penalty. 

The Commiflioners or their agents are to furnith poftmafters, innkeep- 
ers, &c. with printed or written papers, properly ruled, called weekly ac- 
counts, and tickets properly worded ; and the. poftmafters and’ innkeep- 
ers are to give bonds of sol. to fettle with the Commiffioners or their a- 
gents when required, and pay all the duties in their hands. 

When horfes are let for the purpofe of travelling, the owner of fuch 
horfes fhall deliver to the travellers to whom fuch horfés are let, the 
Siamp Office tickets before mentioned, to which the letter or owner of 
fuch horfes thall add his name, fign, and place of abode, alfo the name 
of the place to which fiach horfes may, be hired to go,,the month and 
day of the month, and number of miles they are to go, or forfeit sol. 
'Thefe tickets are to be delivered at the fictt jat OF turnpike, and they

And if the traveller has neglected to take, ‘or has loft his ticket, and 
has none to fhew, fuch toll-gatherer muft take 1s.

of the perfon who lets them, with the date alios Poftmafters, &c. ne- 
gleéting or refufing fuch tickets, forfeit 101. 

If travellers, having fuch day tickets, fhall, in the courfe of the day, 
pafs through a toll-bar, or turnpike, or over any bridge where toll is col- 
legted by virtue of an aét of Parliament, they fhall at the firft of fuch 
places he or they arrive at, deliver the faid day ticket, and receive in 
lieu or return for it an exchange ticket, having the name of the place, 
date of the day, and number of horfesexpreffed thereon ; which exchange 
ticket thall be thewn at every turnpike, &c. which he, the, or they thall 
afterwards on that day pafs through. 

Every perfon refufing to leave the firft day ticket, and thew the other 
exchange day ticket, forfeits 1 s. 9 4. =

account, forfeits 501. with the lofs uf their licenfe aifo, if the Commif- 
fioners think fit. .

When travellers flop to change horfes, the poftmafter mutt nsf let 
them for time, or Ly tht diy, but by the mille or ftage’ only, or forfeit 
to}. 

Where there ase no turnpikes, of toll-gates upon the public. téads, the 
Conimiffioners may ere€t as many as they Mall thick neceflary, dnd 
place pertons tiere, ubo thall be empowered to receive and excharige 
tickets in the menue of the toll-gatherers ahd thanpike- men before men- 
tioned.
